Marshall best in the league 


Sunday’s performance is just another reason to believe 
that Wilber Marshall is the best weakside linebacker in the 
league. 

That play he made against Eric Hipple for the touch- 
down was just fantastic. Marshall is a smart ballplayer. And 
he has the size, speed and quickness to make him great. 
He has the ability to make something happen. And as he 
showed on Sunday, he also can put points on the board. 

The closest one to Marshall in the league right now is 
the Giants’ Lawrence Taylor. Marshall has the same abil- 
ity as Taylor, only he’s bigger. Marshall is a natural. He 
plays great in all three areas linebackers are judged in. 
He can play the run, he can blitz and he can also play the 
pass. He also nearly picked off a pass for a touchdown 
against Detroit. 

Marshall has been the mainstay of the defense, and ev- 
ery week he makes his presence felt on the field. 

Also starring on the defense against Detroit was Ron 
Rivera, who did a great job substituting for Mike Single- 
tary at middle linebacker. 

Rivera has been around long enough to be able to han- 
dle the job. But what was really important was that he got 
the practice time last week to get ready for the game. And 
once the game started, he showed that tackling is his forte. 

The defense played a heck of a game. After last week, 


the squad went out to restore some pride it might have 
lost. The players did just that. They shut down Detroit's 
running game, which isn’t easy. After last week the 
defense was upset about how it played against the run. 
But the players didn’t let Garry James and James Jones 
have much. 

The defense was all together. Otis Wilson, Mike Richara- 
son and Reggie Phillips all had good games. 

On offense, the key was the Bears controlled the clock 
when they had to at the end of the game. Jim McMahon 
did a lot of good in there and moved well in the pocket. 
He proved that his scrambling ability is his greatest asset. 

So now, the Bears have made it halfway through the 
season with a 7-1 record. There’s nothing wrong with that. 
If they match that record in the second half of the sea- 
son, a 14-2 record will look real good. 

With Minnesota’s loss on Sunday, the Bears have a 
comfortable two-game lead in their division. Hopefully, they 
can wrap it up early enough to concentrate on the playoffs 
and try to rest McMahon. The Bears are moving along well 
down that road to the Super Bow! in January.

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Bears’ offense does what it takes to win

CHICAGO — More often than not this season the Bears 
have done what they've had to do to win games. 

Clinging to a 10-7 lead against Detroit with 4:53 left in 
the game Sunday, Chicago's offense had to put together 
a time-consuming drive that would give the Bears a little 
breathing room. 

And that’s just what the offense did to secure a 13-7 
win over the Lions at Soldier Field. 

What the offense did on that drive, which ended in a 
27-yard field goal by Kevin Butler with 22 seconds left in 
the game, is something Coach Mike Ditka said the Bears 
have to do more of. And that’s running simple, straight- 
forward plays. ~ 

“We went to straight football. No fancy plays, just 
straight ahead stuff,’ Ditka said. “Maybe we ought to ana- 
lyze our play selection and what we’re putting in every 
week. We just have to go back to basic football.” 

Basic it was. Walter Payton ran for 37 of his 67 yards 
in the game on the drive. Just three of the 14 plays on 
the drive were passes. And all of the running plays were 
simple — either off guard or off tackle. 

“It was about as basic as you can get,’’ Ditka said. ‘‘I 
think we showed we can run the ball right at people. And 
I’m happy we did that. There was nothing fancy about it.”’ 

Running game back on track 

The success of those running plays comes at a time 
when the Bears had gotten away from their running game. 
Chicago’s yardage on the ground has slipped in recent 
games, but it popped back up to 124 yards against the 
Lions. Chicago passed for 128 yards. 

“That was a good reminder today. All those plays are 
primary plays now,’’ Ditka said. 

The offense wouldn’t have had a chance to run the ball 
that well had the defense not turned in a good perform- 
ance. Wilber Marshall made the big plays on defense and 
Ron Rivera did an excellent job of running the show in 
place of the injured Mike Singletary. 

The Bear defense wasted no time resurrecting itself from 
last week’s performance against Minnesota. Marshall put 
Chicago ahead early in the first quarter when he sacked 
Detroit quarterback Eric Hipple at his own 20-yard line and 
forced a fumble. Marshall then scrambled to his feet to 
recover the ball at the 12-yard line and ran the rest of the 
way for the score. Butler’s extra point gave Chicago a 7-0 
lead. 

“We had an outside blitz and | came up from the corn- 
er,’ Marshall said. “‘The back had to pick up me or Dave 
Duerson. Dave set me free.” 

And once Marshall was free, he was able to hit Hipple 
on the run to force the fumble. He also showed some grace

by picking up the ball and scoring. ‘‘l was just hoping to 
get it in,” he said. 

“Wilber felt he had to pick up and carry the load,” Dit- 
ka said. “‘The defense, except for one or two breakdowns, 
played about as good as they're gonna play.” 

Rivera does a good Singletary impression 

Rivera, making the first start of his career, gave a 
Singletary-like performance at middle linebacker. Rivera 
had 10 tackles in the game to lead the Bears. 

‘| was nervous all four quarters,”’ Rivera said. “But | 
wasn't overwhelmed. | felt | could handle it and do the job. 
You can’t come in and be apprehensive about calls.” 

The defense did especially well in one area where it had 
problems at the beginning of the year — third-down effi- 
ciency. The Lions converted only two of 12 third-down at- 
tempts in the game. 

Rivera gave credit to the entire defensive unit for play- 
ing together. ‘Everyone came together,’’ he said. ‘‘It 
wasn’t up to one guy to motivate the other 10. We came 
together as a defensive unit today. And | thought those 
guys played great.” 

“| thought Ron played extremely well,” said defensive 
coordinator Vince Tobin. ‘‘He had to make all the calls and 
adjustments. We’re very proud of the way he played. | think 
it was a combination of Ron playing well and the other play- 
ers picking up the slack.” 

Singletary could have played if he had to, but he said 
he didn’t want to risk hurting his injured groin muscle any 
worse. ‘‘l know | could have played if | had to. But | didn’t 
want to cheat the defense,” he said. Singletary does ex- 
pect to play next week against the Los Angeles Rams. “‘! 
said this last week, but yes, I'll be ready,’’ he said. 

William Perry followed Marshall's example on Detroit’s 
next possession after Marshall’s touchdown when he 
forced a fumble while sacking Hipple. But the Lions’ Gar- 
ry James recovered the ball at the four-yard line for a loss 
of 27 yards on the play. 

McMahon throws first interception 

Chicago got great field position after Detroit punted, giv- 
ing the Bears the ball at the Lions’ 30-yard line. But on 
the next play McMahon was intercepted by Devon Mitch- 
ell, who ran the ball to his own 32-yard line. 

Detroit worked the ball to Chicago’s seven-yard line, 
where on second down Dan Hampton got his shot at Hip- 
ple and sacked him back to the 10. Hipple threw the ball 
away under heavy pressure on third down, and Eddie Mur- 
ray’s 28-yard field goal attempt was wide left to keep 
Detroit off the scoreboard. 

The defense continued to keep the Bears in the game 
in the second quarter. Mike Richardson stopped one 
Detroit drive at the Bears’ 21-yard line with an interception. 

But Jim McMahon returned the favor during the ensu- 
ing drive, throwing an interception after the Bears moved

the ball to Detroit's 28-yard fine. 

But Chicago's offense got the ball back one more time 
before the end of the half. McMahon got alittle more help 
than he expected from his offensive line on one play. 
McMahon threw a screen pass to Matt Suhey that bounced 
off Suhey’s helmet and ended up in the hands of Mark 
Bortz, who ran eight yards to the Lions’ 19-yard line. 

“| just happened to be in the right place at the right 
time,”’ Bortz said. 

Steve Fuller came in for McMahon after the play and 
moved Chicago to the 12-yard line before Butler kicked 
a 29-yard field goal.that gave the Bears a 10-0 halftime 
lead. McMahon returned to the lineup in the next series. 

Detroit balks at running game 

Both Ditka and Tobin thought the Lions would use their 
backfield weapons more. 

“| was surprised they didn’t try running the ball more, 
especially with the game being so close,”’ Tobin said.

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Bears must run the ball 
to repeat as champions 


In the Bears’ first five games, they averaged 188.6 yards 
rushing per game. They ran the ball 38.8 times a game 
and averaged 4.9 yards a carry. 

In the Bears’ next two games — against the Houston 
Oilers and Minnesota Vikings — they averaged 105 yards 
rushing. They ran the ball 27 times a game and averaged 
3.9 yards a carry. ; 

After the first five games, they led the league in the 
rushing. 

After the first seven, they had slipped to No. 2. 

In order to win, the Bears have to run. 

This is true for most teams, but it is especially true for 
the Bears. All the hullabaloo about quarterbacks was ob- 
scuring the fact that one of the most important things they 


do is hand off.

No quarterback is too short to hand off. 

After the Minnesota loss, coach Mike Ditka pointed out: 
“People ask, ‘Why don’t you do what the other teams 
do?’”’ 

He was envisioning the Bears dropping back on every 
play and throwing long passes downfield to erase the 13-0 
hole the defense had dug. 

“We're not that kind of team,”’ Ditka said. ‘We can’t 
stand back and throw it. Our game is running the ball and 
throwing play-action passes.”’ 

Ditka often sounds like he is apologizing for that. He 
sounds like he would rather field an offense that looks like 
a Dan Fouts highlight film. - 

Chargers star on highlight films, but lose 
_ Football fans see the Monday night TV highlights, which 
_ almost always consist of long passes and they wonder, 
“Why can’t our team do that?” 

For years, the San Diego Chargers put on clinics: how 
to star in the Monday Night highlight film. They get beat 
regularly by scores of 42-41, but what's important? Win- 
ning or making the highlights? 

Anyway, the Bears aren’t a highlight film offense. They 
scored a lot of points last year that everybody conveniently 
ignored while tripping over themselves to highlight the 
defense. But even Ditka refers to his offense as “‘just strug- 
gling along.” 

It especially struggles when it forgets to run. 

Ditka has to remind himself every once in a while to “go 
back to basics.’’ That invariably means to go back to 
Walter Payton. 

Jn their only loss last season, the Bears forgot to run 
against the Miami Dolphins, who prove every week they 
cannot stop the run. 


McMahon, Gault open up running game 

True, the Bears have to threaten to pass in order to ef- 
fectively run or else defenses will blitz and stunt and play 
nine men on the line of scrimmage to stop the run. Pay- 
ton-will be banging his head against a wall, like the old 
days. 

That is why the Bears’started leading the league in rush- 
ing when McMahon and receiver Willie Gault arrived. It 
opened things up for Payton. 

But there is a fine line here that must always be found. 
The Bears are essentially a grind-it-out, down-the-throat, 
play-action running team. They don’t pass to set up draw 
plays. They don’t run to ‘‘keep ’em honest.” 

Ditka knows this. That is why after losing to Minnesota, 
he said, ‘‘We’ve got to run better.”’ 

The Bears have led the league in rushing three years 
in a row. They are the first team to do that since the 
1965-67 Cleveland Browns. If they hold onto their lead this 
year, they will tie their own record set in 1939-42. Bear 
teams, realizing the essence of good football from the time 
George Halas invented it, have led the league in rushing 
15 times. Cleveland is second at six.

Repeat winners have solid running games 

The ability to run reflects a solid football team, one that 
doesn’t have to rely on gimmicks or luck to win. As the 
Chargers and other teams have proven, a fancy passing 
attack can result in nothing more than a passing fancy. 

The 1966-67 Packers, the 1972-73 Dolphins and the 
1974-75 and 1978-79 Steelers all had solid running games. 
They are the only teams to win back-to-back Super Bowls. 

Since 1979, six teams have failed to repeat. In all but 
one case, their running games slipped. The exception was 
the Redskins, who improved their rushing from No. 10 
when they won the 1982 Super Bowl to No. 3 when they 
lost the 1983 Super Bowl to the Raiders. The Redskins, 
however, are the only team to earn back-to-back Super 
Bowl trips in the 80's. 

The inability to sustain a solid running game may be 
a more valid reason for not repeating than all the theories 
about pressure and complacency. 

Statistician Bud Goode established several years ago 
that the most reliable indicator of winning teams was the 
number of rushes. Invariably, the team that rushed the 
most times, not necessarily the farthest, won the games 
because it indicated ball control. 

Good football rarely changes. The Packers won when 
they ran Jim Taylor and Paul Hornung. The Dolphins won 
when they ran Larry Csonka, Jim Kiick and Mercury Mor- 
ris. The Steelers won when they ran Franco Harris and 
Rocky Bleier. The Redskins won when they ran John 
Riggins. 

The Bears didn't win when all they had was Payton. No- 
body wins on running alone. A team needs good block- 
ers and tacklers and passers and catchers in order to win 
big. But at the foundation of it all is good running. 

Forget running and you can forget winning.

Flutie signs 


1986 contract; 
Margerum cut 


The media crush was heavy last week in Lake Forest 
as Doug Flutie signed with the Bears, Ken Margerum was 
released and Jim McMahon practiced again and started 
against the Lions on Sunday. 

First things first. Flutie, as expected, signed a contract 
with the Bears for 1987 and 1988 that is worth a reported 
$350,000. Flutie also signed a contract for the remainder 
of 1986 and began practicing with the team last Wed- 
nesday. 

Flutie’s contract for 1986 is prorated and will pay him 
about $90,000 for the season.

Coach Mike Ditka said the Bears wil! have four quarter- 
backs on the roster for the rest of the year, meaning Chica- 
go must take one player off the active roster when Flutie 
is activated. The Bears have until Nov. 4 to activate Flutie 
or he will be released. Ditka said for now the Bears plan 
on waiting the entire two weeks before activating him. 

Flutie may-practice with the team during that period but 
may not suit up for games. The Bears have a chance to 
stage a great show if they activate Flutie early so he can 
make his NFL debut on Monday Night Football Nov. 3 
against the Los Angeles Rams, the team that traded away 
his rights to Chicago. 

“I'm just anxious to get started. There’s been enough 
talking about football, now it’s time to get started,” Flutie 
Said. 

The controversy between the Bear players and front 
office over the Flutie signing died down last week after 
Ditka held a team meeting the Monday after the Minnesota 
game to clear the air. 

Flutie said he didn’t expect to have any problems be- 
ing welcomed by his new teammates. ‘I don’t feel threa- 
tened by anything that’s been going on because it hasn’t 
been directly pointed at me personally,” Flutie said. ‘‘It’s 
been directed against the idea of bringing in a new player.”’ 

Flutie said he’ll know he’s been accepted by the team 
when the practical jokes start. ‘‘If they don’t start soon, 
then I'll be worried,’’ he said. 

When he introduced Flutie to the team Ditka said with 
a smile, ‘‘A couple guys threw tomatoes at me.’ Ditka said 
all the quarterbacks are getting along fine. ‘‘As a matter 
of fact | heard someone say, “‘Let’s go get a 7-Up.” 

Before Flutie can go on the playing field he has to learn 
the plays, which means blocking out everything he’s previ- 
ously learned. Flutie is used to a play call system that uses 
even numbers for the right side and odd numbers for the 
left side. The Bears’ system is just the opposite. 

“| thought | knew a lot up until two minutes ago,” Flutie 
said after meeting with Ditka last Tuesday. ‘Within a few 
weeks | expect to know what we're trying to do here offen- 
sively. But I'm sure it'll take a little while longer before | 
become comfortable with it.’’ 

Flutie doesn’t consider this a wasted year even if he 
doesn’t get to play during a game. ‘I’m not sacrificing this 
year by any means. However, | don’t expect to be on the 
playing field unless there’s a drastic situation later in the 
season,” he said. 

Ditka maintains the move was made strictly for insur- 
ance reasons. “We've got an unstable situation injury-wise 
at the position. And anybody who doesn’t see that is fool- 
ish,"’ he said. “All we're trying to do is get the right insur- 
ance and the right player to give us that insurance.” 

Ditka said he isn’t sure if the team would keep four quar- 
terbacks on the roster next year. ‘It would seem like an 
awful big luxury and we might have to talk about that with 
management,” he said. 

Ironically, Mike Tomczak, who would be the leading can- 
didate to get released if Flutie takes over one of the quar- 
terback positions next year, was born on the same day 
as Flutie, Oct. 23, 1962. Said Flutie about his signing two 
days before his birthday, “‘It’s got to be the best birthday 
gift I've ever had.” 

Flutie has a simple answer about those who say he can’t

make it in the NFL because he’s only 5’9”’ tall. ““They don’t 
know what they’re talking about,"’ he said. 

Bears president Michael McCaskey said, ‘‘Some peo- 
ple may Say this is a bit of an unusual move for a Super 
Bowl team. In some respects, maybe it is. But we didn’t 
get to be a Super Bowl team by doing things the way every- 
one else does. If we’re going to be a great team we can’t 
afford to sit stil).”” 

But after sitting still for a month on Margerum the Bears 
finally released him. Bears general manager Jerry Vaini- 
si said Chicago tried unsuccessfully to trade Margerum 
to the Rams for Flutie’s rights. 

“This is probably the hardest thing I’ve had to do,”’ Dit- 
ka said about the move. 

Both Margerum and the Bears said the move had noth- 
ing to do with Margerum’s close relationship with Jim 
McMahon. Margerum said he and offensive coordinator 
Ed Hughes never talked in the five years he was with the 
Bears, and that the Bears didn’t want to pay him $175,000

Los Angeles Rams’ head coach John Robinson is sure 
sounding a lot like Bears’ field boss Mike Ditka these days. 

“It’s hard to look at us and see anything but a team that 
is just surviving from week to week. We're clearly aware 
that something has to get this operation going,”’ Robin- 
son said following his team’s 14-10 victory over the Lions 
on Oct. 19. 

The win was a typical scenario for the Rams. They 
jumped out to a 14-0 lead and hung on for dear life. 

“We can’t afford to play like this unless the other team 
plays as badly as we do,"’ said running back Eric 
Dickerson. 

“| really don’t know what the problem is,’’ added quar- 
terback Steve Bartkowski. ‘'It’s-not just one thing you can 
point to. We haven't been consistent. Everyone is partial- 
ly to blame.” 

Yet despite the complaints of Robinson and his play- 
ers, the Rams are coming to Chicago for next Monday 
night’s showdown with the Bears in great shape. Follow- 
ing their 14-7 win over the Falcons at Anaheim Stadium 
last Sunday, the Rams climbed into first place in the NFC 
West with a 6-2 record. The victory avenged a 26-14 loss 
at Atlanta on Oct. 12. 

Rams passing attack has problems 

While Dickerson continues to make a mockery out of 

the NFL rushing race, the Rams have had problems throw-

ing the ball and scoring points. They have averaged just 
120 yards per game through the air (last in the NFL), and 
that has contributed to a point output of only 18 per 
contest. 

In the victory over the Lions, Bartkowski completed only 
6 of 12 passes for 48 yards. He was sacked three times 
for 26 total yards in losses. Thus, the Rams finished the 
game with a net passing total of only 22 yards. 

“If we don't find an answer to our offensive problems, 
we're not going to be solid contenders,” says Robinson. 
Nobody can argue that point with him. At the midpoint of 
the season, the 49ers and Falcons trailed the Rams by 
only a half-game. With a second-half schedule which in- 
cludes the Bears, Patriots, Jets, 49ers and Cowboys, the 
Rams can’t afford to plod along on offense. 

Through seven games, Bartkowski had completed 48 
percent of his pases for 654 yards and two touchdowns. 
He had been intercepted three times. His main targets 
have been tight end Tony Hunter (15 for 206), wide 
receiver Ron Brown (15 for 154) and running back Barry 
Redden (14 for 107).

But the Rams shored up their receiving corps signifi- 
cantly last week as holdout Henry Ellard returned to the 
team, and former Tampa Bay speedster Kevin House Was 
acquired on waivers.

game continues to be one of the best in the league. 
Through seven games, the Rams were averaging 158 
yards per game on the ground and ranked fourth in the 
league. Dickerson has accounted for most of those yards, 
compiling 860 on 169 carries, a 5.1 average. He has 
scored seven touchdowns. Redden has rushed for 211 
yards. 

Dickerson has also displayed his ability as a passer. In 
the victory over Atlanta last Sunday, he threw an option 
pass to TE David Hill for a touchdown.

Defense has carried Los Angeles 

Of course, the Rams wouldn't be in first place right now 
if it wasn’t for their formidable defense, which ranks 
seventh in the league. Through seven games, the defense 
ranked eighth against the rush and ninth against the pass. 
The unit had recorded 23 sacks and has allowed only 16 
points per game. 

“We don’t have any nicknames or anything like that and 
we don’t want them," says defensive end Gary Jeter. 
“What we really have is a bunch of interchangeable 
parts.” 

“A lot of our success has to do with our defensive 
scheme,” adds linebacker Mel Owens. *‘Nobody stands 
out because we emphasize working together. We may not 
get talked up as much as other defenses, but, believe me, 
the teams that play us respect us.”’ 

Through seven games, the Rams’ leading tackler was 
inside linebacker Mark Jerue (44). He was followed by free 
safety Vince Newsome (33) and strong safety Nolan Crom- 
well (27). Cornerback Jerry Gray, who also has 27 tack- 
les, led the team in interceptions with four. The sack 
leaders include outside linebacker Kevin Greene (5), out- 
side linebacker Mike Wilcher (4.5), nose tackle Shawn 
Miller (3.5), defensive end Doug Reed (3.5) and Jeter (3.5). 

Cromwell and cornerback LeRoy Irvin have both 
returned interceptions for touchdowns. | 

Special teams haven’t been anything special thus far 
for the Rams. Punter Dale Hatcher ranks 12th in the 
league with a 38.9 average. His net is 32.3. Placekicker 
Mike Lansford accounted for 34 points during the first 
seven games, and had connected on seven of 10 field goal 
attempts. 

Kick returner Ron Brown ranks sixth in the league with 
a 21.4 average. Punt returner Mickey Sutton ranks 10th 
with a 7.8 average.

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Concern for authority hurting system 


The NFL's instant-replay system for officiating is head- 
ing for the bulk eraser. Eight votes can kill it at the own- 
ers’ meeting next March, and when they met in Chicago 
this month, it appeared 11 to 13 voters were prepared to 
pull the plug: Even Dallas president Tex Schramm, the 
system’s champion, recognized it was on trial. 

“| hope that enough bugs are worked out so there’s less 
than seven bugs left in March,” he said. 

What it probably will take to save the one-year experi- 
ment is a big play in the playoffs. 

“if has to get a lot better,”’ said Jim Finks, the former 
Bear general manager who now runs the Saints. Finks

characterized himself as undecided but ‘‘apprehensive”’ 
about replays. ‘Who knows?.If it can keep a team from 
losing the Super Bowl on a dumb call. it might be worth 
all the effort and time and frustrations we're having right 
now.” 

if replays die a quick death, it won’t be the idea's fault. 
Pails show fans still consider it a good idea. It is a good 
idea. ! 

It hasn’t worked for the same reason it was needed in 
the first place. Too many NFL officials are more concerned 
with their authority than with the accuracy of their calls. 

NFL officiating has all the elements of a self- 
perpetuating, old-boy network. Art MéNally, the supervi- 
sor of officials, insists regularly that the arbiters are grad- 
ed sternly and reprimanded frequently. But he keeps

sending a lot of controversial ones to the playoffs, assign- 
ments that are supposed to reward the highest graders. 
And the turnover rate is low. Officials can get bad reputa- 
tions around the league, but those reputations don’t seep 
into the hiring and firing process at the league office. 


Officials afraid to make calls 

The fear this year is that replays are making officials 
run scared. ‘‘They’re afraid to make calls,’’ Bear coach 
Mike Ditka said. They’re afraid their calls will be over- 
turned. So?'Good calls won't be. Shouldn’t they want bad 
calls to be overturned? 

McNally says the officials consider replays an ally rather 
than a threat. That’s not the way the officials talk, accord- 
ing to people who have their confidence. Publicly, they 
say nothing. They’re not allowed to. The league has insu- 
lated them with a shield of silence. 

They ought to consider replays an ally. Missing a call 
in football is not great shame. This isn’t baseball, where 
umpires nearly always can get into perfect position to make 
decisions. Seven football officials have to cover about an 
acre of ground, and they have the unpredictable move- 
ments of 22 large men to screen their vision. Of course 
they're going to miss calls. The shame is in not admitting 
that. 

Some officials find the replay system so repulsive there 
has been whispering of sabotage. That’s not surprising, 
either. Remember when head linesman Ed Marion threw 
Walter Payton out of a game after a disputed fumble call 
six years ago? A tape the next day showed Payton did 
not fumble. Remember Marion’s reaction? It was, ‘‘So 
what?” as though fact were an inconvenience, not a goal. 

Marion is still working. His reasoning is still flourishing. 
In a recent Giants-Saints game, referee Bob Frederic re- 
fused to measure a possible first down after a third-down 
play. He called it fourth down. Only the badgering of Gi- 
ants coach Bill Parcells got the chains onto the field, and 
darned if it didn’t turn out to be a first down after all. 

It’s that despotic attitude, not the bugs in the replay sys- 
tem, that are damanging the game. In fact, we should 
thank the replay glitsches for bringing them to light, 
although it’s not apt to bring about sweeping changes.

Making quick calls a problem 

The main problem of the system itself is the men in the 
booth, the replay officials who watch videotape and can 
overrule the decisions made on the field. Commissioner 
Pete Rozelle says of their job, “I liken it to that of an air 
traffic controller.” He quickly says he doesn’t mean in 
terms of danger, but for the pressure to make quick deci- 
sions. And who’s making these quick, high-pressure de- 
cisions? Retired officials, mostly. Many of them are on 
McNally's staff, administrators. 

Two calls have brought particular embarrassment to the 
system. Rozelle, in fact, says he’s ‘‘mainly concerned with 
the two we blew,” referring to poor communications when 
the ground officials either did not hear or misunderstood 
instructions from the replay booth. 

When Denver played Pittsburgh, an apparent Bronco 
touchdown pass was disallowed on the field because of 
two forward passes. The replay official said the first pass 
was backward. It should have been a touchdown. But by 
the time the umpire with the buzzer heard his signal, 
another play had been run. It was too late to overturn the 
call. 

At least that call didn’t cost anyone a game. Three 
weeks later, the Raiders beat Kansas City 24-17 after scor- 
ing a touchdown the replay official said should not have 
counted. Dokie Williams caught the pass with one foot over 
the end line. A touchdown was signalled, but the replay 
official watched the tape, got on the walkie-talkie with the 
umpire and said, ‘‘Pass incomplete.’’ The umpire under- 
stood ‘‘pass is complete,”’ and it was too late before the 
snafu was cleared up. 


Mistakes are being corrected 

Both mistakes have been addressed, technologically 
and procedurally. The first case shouldn’t happen now be- 
cause umpires are wearing small headsets, with Walkman- 
like headpieces and microphones shaped like bent straws, 
the kind telephone operators use. Officials can talk to each 

other instead of buzzing each other. 
For the Raiders-Chiefs problem, the league streamlined 
its terminology. Replay officials now will say “confirmed,”

“‘reversed”’ or “need more information,” the last request 
coming when there’s a question of when the whistle blew 
or why a call was made. 

Schramm and league officials were confident at the own- 
ers meeting that the system would improve with time. 
‘Compared with week three, it's miles ahead,"’ NFL ex- 
ecutive director Don Weiss said, 

“| think it would take time no matter when you started 
it to work out some of the imperfections,” said Tampa Bay 
owner Hugh Culverhouse, typical of the supporters. *‘In 
the long run, | think it will add to the efficiency of calling 
games. That’s what we want — as close to perfection as 
we can get.” 

It should be. For some owners, it is. And perhaps those 
owners against it are right because it was unrealistic to 
expect it to work in NFL officiating’s current state of over- 
blown stubborn pride. But if they merely make the tech- 
nology and newness of replay officiating the scapegoat, 
they won't be addressing the problem. 

When replays were being considered a year ago, Vik- 
ing coach Bud Grant said he was against them. What he 
wanted was beiter officiating. Maybe he was being realis- 
tic. Maybe it’s too much to ask for both. But one would 
be nice.

Thanks to this year’s controversial instant replay rule, 
the zebras are having to earn their stripes all over again. 
And at least one NFL official is black-and-white-and-red- 
all-over about it. 

“*My chief concern is that control of the game has gone 
from the field to the instant replay booth,”’ said 15-year 
veteran official Ben Tompkins; a Fort Worth, Tex. attor- 
ney. ‘‘! think in officiating the first and foremost job of the 
official is game control. | think primarily that is gone. 

“To me there has to be sort of a presence or feel be- 
tween the players and the officials that the officials are 
in control.

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Offensive line 


needs more 
consistency

Despite the Bears’ 13-7 victory over the Detroit Lions 
on Sunday, it was a tough afternoon for the Chicago 
offense. 

“We had a very, very hard time getting untracked offen- 
sively,’’ head coach Mike Ditka said. “Once we did, we 
did some things pretty well at the end to control the ball. 

“But overall it wasn’t as good as we have to get and 
we know that and we’re going to keep working at it.”” 

What the Bears might have to work at is their running 
game. The usually strong ground game gained just 124 
yards on 38 rushing attempts. It was that containment that 
kept the Lions in the game, according to Detroit defen- 
sive end William Gay. 

“We stopped their running game,” Gay said. ‘‘We also 
did a good job as far as pass rush and defensive cover- 
age is concerned.”’ 

“| think we did an excellent job on Payton,” Lions’ coach 
Daryl Rogers said. “‘We had a good game stopping their 
rushing.” 

While the Lions’ defense was pleased with their perfor- 
mance, the Bears’ offense felt as if they had just been 
through a dogfight. 

“| guess that’s the way it’s going to be: a dogfight ev- 
ery week,”’ said tackle Jimbo Covert. ‘We're just going 
to have to get in there and get down with them and slug 
it out every week and | think it will make us a better team.” 


Offensive line needs consistency 

The man right next to Covert, guard Mark Bortz, thinks 
the Bears’ offensive problems stem from inconsistency. 

“It’s going to take a while to be a strong, consistent 
group,”’ Bortz said. “‘That’s basically what we have to do: 
be more consistent.” 

Throughout the game, the consistency was lacking. But 
that inconsistency can’t be traced to quarterback Jim 
McMahon and his physical problems, according to Ditka. 

“McMahon does things nobody else does,”’ Ditka said. 
“It was a gutsy performance. He played as well as he could 
(for) as long as he could. He’s got a bad ankle and a sore 
shoulder. He didn’t come out of the game any better or 
any worse (physically).”’ 

Running back Walter Payton believes the team’s offen- 
sive problems of late is a result of lack of execution. 

“We can't continue to count on the defense to keep us 
in the game,” Payton said. “‘On offense, we have to put 
the ball in the end zone and that comes with a lot better 
execution.” 

Payton also believes that the Bears have to start execut- 
ing offensively because the schedule from now until the 
playoffs gets tougher. 

“We're not surpassing the potential that we showed last 
year,” Payton said. ‘We have to catch up to that and we’re 
gradually getting there. It's just going to take a little bit 
more time but the key thing in that is, we don’t have that 
much time because we're going to play some real good 
football teams.”

Detroit rushed the ball for 61 yards in the first half, but 
only gained 15 yards on the ground in the second half. 

“We took the cutback away from them,” Ditka said. 
“They made some holes at the point of attack, but we took 
the cutback away and | thought that was the best thing 
we did.”’ 

“| thought we handled the run very well,” Rivera said. 
“Once | stopped flowing so quickly, we were able to han- 
dle the cutback well.”’ 

Detroit finally scored in the third quarter after Hipple 
completed a 46-yard bomb to Jeff Chadwick, who had Reg- 
gie Phillips by a step on the play.

Offense is capable of much more 

The lack of offensive execution has the Bears frustrat- 
ed because many of the players know that the offense is 
capable of being explosive. 

“On offense right now, we control our own destiny,”’ said 
guard Tom Thayer. ‘‘We can be as good as we wani to 
be. | think everybody has to play better, including myself 
and the offensive line as a whole. 

“If we play the way we’re capable of playing, we're go- 
ing to be darn good and we’re going to be in Pasadena.” 

The Bears’ offense showed some signs of life late in 
the fourth quarter when they put the game away with a 
27-yard field goal by Kevin Butler. 


Showing their old form, the Bears drove 66 yards on 12 
plays in 4:53. Payton carried the ball seven times for 37 
yards during the drive. 

‘Mike (Ditka) came up to us with five minutes left and 
said, ‘You have got to control the ball for these five 
minutes,’ *’ Thayer said. 


“We used two plays for the entire five minutes. We're ° 


pleased with that because if you run one play straight down 
the field for five minutes, that is a good showing by the 
front line.” 


Adjustments make the difference 
The difference in that final 4:53 was adjustment, accord- 
ing to Thayer. 


ed 17 of 24 passes in the game for 141 yards. And Ditka 
was proud of his renegade quarterback. 

“I think that Jim McMahon is some kind of gutty guy,” 
he said. ‘‘He put his butt on the line out there. And he 
played as long as he could and as hard as he could. And 
the things he does nobody else does. | don’t worry about 
interceptions. They come and go.” 

McMahon plays game for Margerum 

McMahon played the game in black high-top shoes and 
wore armbands that had Ken Margerum’s name on them. 
McMahon said both items were in honor of Margerum, his 
close friend who was cut by the Bears earlier last week. 

“| wore it because he was a friend of mine,’ McMahon 
said. ‘‘| wanted to send him off with a win.” 

The win improved Chicago's record to 7-1. With Min- 
nesota losing on Sunday, it gave Chicago a two-game lead 
in the NFC Central Division. 

“It was a rewarding win,”* Ditka said. ‘‘We got in a dog- 
fight. And we’re gonna get in a lot of dogfights. | hope in 
the end that makes us a better dog. 

“Maybe this is the way it'll always be, | don't know. | 
hope it is always tough for us because | think it will make 
us a better team.” 


“When a team comes to us, they change their game 
plan,"’ Thayer said. ‘‘We have to make adjusitmenis on 
the field and sometimes it takes two quarters or a quarter 
to make those adjustments. 

“When you're working with five or six guys on the offen- 
sive line, it takes a long time to get everbody as one unit. 
If teams play us the way they play their previous games, 
| think we're going to be a lot better off. They are just mak- 
ing some adjustménts against us and we have to change 
those and we’re only getting a solid half of football in 
usually.” 

According to Ditka, the difference in the final part of the 
game was getting back to the basics. 

“We went to straight football, basic plays,” Ditka said. 
“No fanciness, just straight ahead football and maybe we 
ought to analyze our play selection and what we’re put- 
ting in every week. We've got to go back to some basic 
football and let them (the offense) have some fun.”’ 

But no matter how frustrated the offensive line is, or how 
few yards the Bears gained on the ground, the bottom line 
is that the Bears won. 

“We played hard,”’ Ditka said. ‘‘! don’t think everything 
is perfect right now but that’s life. We just have to get bet- 
ter and we have to work on it.
